for then would they have been called Prophets; rot 
were they Scribes of the people, for thoſe were moſtly cf 
the tribe of Simeon, and theſe were Iſſacharians; it fol- 
lows therefore that theſe could not be any thing elſe but 
learned Altrologers, or men well read in the Heavens, 
ſo as to be able to anſwer an horary queſtion in ſuch 2 
caſe as was now depending; for after this manner were 
the Perſian Aſtrologers called Mages, or Wiſe- men who] 
were ſkilled in the times, Eft i. 13. And fo alfotte 


men ſkilled in wiſdom, and cunning in ſcience, toleatn 
the learning of the Chaldeans, Das. i. 4. 

Such an Aſtrologer was Daniel, and ſuch were ks 
companions, Shadrach, Meſhech, and Abednego, theſe! 
were educated according to the Chaldean way of the 
ſtudy of Aſtrology, and one Melzar was their tutor; d 
{according to their education they profited, by God 
dleſſing, an knowlege and (kill of all manner of lean! 

ing as was lawfut for them to ſtudy ; and Daniel bad 
particularly a notable faculty in underſtanding the meat- 
ing of all viſions and dreams, wer. 18, 19, 20. | 

And at the end of three years, when Daniel and hy 
fellows were brought before the King, upon the tr 
by'a communication of hard queſtions, it was found 
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that theſe men were ten times more learned in all hut

Of the Eclipſes that will happen in the Year 177, 
IVE times to the inhabitants of this earthly globe, will 
F the two great Luminaries of Heaven be deprived from 
their ght; three times the Sun and twice the Moon, az 
they were calculated and ſent to me by my aſtronomical 
friend, Mr. Henry Andrews, Teacher of the Mathematics, 
at Royſton, in Hertfordſhire; by whom youth may be 
boarded and made fit and ready for buſineſs. 
Theſe Eclipſes will happen in the following order; 
The firſt is a ſmall Eelipſe of the Sun, upon Thurſday, 
the gth of January; the middle of which happens at 5) 
minutes paſt 4 in the evening; but the Sun ſetting that 
night nearly at 4 at London, therefore only part can be 
ſeen at any place in England. The Eclipſe begins at 
London, at 50 min. paſt 3 in the afternoon, to the right 
band of the Sun's lower limb, as appears by the following 
type, which ſhews it's appearance at Sun ſetting. 
The ſecond is a partial Eclipſe of the Moon, upon 
Thurſday the 23d of January, in the evening; the be. 
inning of which will not be ſeen in Great Britain, the 
oon being then under the Horizon, but near the time of 
Sun-ſetting, the Moon will riſe with near half of her diſk 
emerped in the earth's ſhade.

The Third is a Solar deſect, and happens upon Friday, 
the 4th of July, at 21 min, paſt our midnight, therefore 
inviſible in theſe parts; but it will be ſeen in New Iceland; 
Van Diemar's Land; New Holland, &c. and in about 4 
leg. of ſouth latitude and longitude, and 173 deg, and a 
half eaſt of London. The Eclipſe will be total aud cen- 
treal in the Meridian. 
The Fourth Eclipſe is a ſmall one of the Moon, and in- 
nßble, upon the zoth of july; the middle of this Eclipſe, 
with reſpect to London, happens 42 min. paſt noon, it 
will be viſible in New Iceland ; Van Djeman's Land; New 
Holland, &c. the kingdoms of Sianer and in China in the 
Laſt Indies, &c, The defect is but 1 digit and a quarter.

Learned men have obſerved, that Eclipſes of the lomi- 
naries, are antecedent of great mutations, and the greater 
the Eclipſe, the greater the effects; but, whether they are 
igns or cauſes of mundane alterations, 3s nat ſo clearly 
agreed, Albeit, they certainly are known to precede, if 
not preſage prejudices, and that beyond the power of 
Pericle's cloak to prevent: But, as theſe Ecliples are ſo 
ſaall, I ſhall neither trouble myſelf, nor my readers with 
ay predictions from them.
